Washington, Ga., April 12.—(Special.) 
Judge U. V. Whipple, of Cordele, whose 
nomination as federal judge was sent 
to the senate this week, will arrive in 
Washington to appear tomorrow morn- 
ing before the sub-committee of «che 
senate judiciary committee to which 
the nomination has been referred.

The latter, however, seems 
determined not to be overridden in, this 
matter and insists that he will oppose 
any one hamed without his advice and 
consent.

THOMAS JEFFERSON. 


It is fitting at all times for Americans to 
reflect upon the life and deeds and ideals of 
Thomas Jefferson, third jn the line of Ameri- 
can presidents, whose birthday anniversary 
this is; but especially is it so today, when 
practically the entire world is engaged in 
the bloodiest war of the ages, with the prin- 
ciple which the great American democrat 
first gave national expression being the issue 


at stake. 

It was Thomas Jefferson who first gave 
popular life to the doctrine that all men are 
created equal and endowed by their Creator 
with the “inalienable right” to “life, liberty 
and the pursuit of happiness;” also that 
grand fundamental of democracy, that gov- 
ernments derive their just powers only from 
the consent of the governed. 

It was the American people who accepted 
that doctrine, and upon it founded the first 
modern-era republic, under which we live 
today and enjoy all of the blessings the doc- 
trines which Jefferson expounded vouchsafe 
for us. And rather than surrender them we 
traditionally stand ready at all times to fight 
and give our lives. 

Since Jefferson’s time other peoples have 
remodeled their governments, employing 
‘ours as their pattern and the Jeffersonian 
principles of equality and personal freedom 
have been adopted as theirs. Among the last 
to do this has been the Russian people, 
whose new democracy is today only in a 


_»~» ‘formative state. 


On the other hand, there are other peo- 
ples who have been so slow to realize their 
power—who have not yet sensed the benign 
blessings of liberty—that they to this day 
have continued to bow in sublime, supine 
submission to an autocratic throne which 
presumes authority to rule by the “divine 
right of kings!” 

Hence the present war—the fight of 
world democracy leagued against the totter 
ing, archaic, fast-passing institutions of 
despotism, absolutism and autocracy! 

America, the America whose government 
was founded and endures upon the prin- 
ciples of the greatest democrat the world 
has ever known—America very properly, 
very appropriately, is today in this fight, 
allied on the side of democracy, fighting for 
those things for which it fought and which 
it won for itself, almost a century and a 
half ago. 

And after the war is over, let us hope, as 
we have grounds for hoping, it will prove 
to have been a complete and the final tri- 
umph of democracy throughout the civilized 
world. And when it is, the work begun 
by our own Jefferson at the birth of this re 
public will only then have been finished; 
and the name of Jefferson will be univer- 
sally accepted as the synonym of liberty 
and the most illuminative name that will 
grace the pages of the world’s history. 

Thenceforth not we alone will observe 
the Jefferson birth anniversary, but it will 
be a day of observance, reflection and 
thanksgiving throughout the entire world!

in full voltage through the tissues of the 
great metropolis. 

“A bar is a hole,” is the way he put it— 
“a squalid, rotten hole, no matter how clean 
it*may be kept literally, no matter how well- 
appointed and beautifully decorated it is. It 
is the place of repeated drinking, of treating 
to drinks that nobody wants, but that nobody 
has the nerve to refuse. It is the exchange 
for oral filth that its patrons would be 
ashamed to speak or listen to anywhere else. 
The public bar as an adjunct of a hotel 
cheapens the whole place.”’ 

Which furnishes grounds for suspicion 
that perhaps a smarting of the conscience 
and the prick of principle, afid not altogether 
too much profit, had something to do with 
the shaping of the conduct of this latest 
of New York oddities! 

At any rate, Frank Case proved himself 
to be—a man. 


ARMS AND THE MAN. 

Indicative of how Atlanta feels with re- 
gard to compulsory and universal military 
training, when a rising vote on the proposi- 
tion was taken at the recent meeting of the 
Commercial Exchange, following a perti- 
nent address by Captain James W. English, 
every man in the assemblage rose to his 


feet. 

Captain English lauded the universal 
training plan and emphatically indorsed the 
intent back of it. He pointed out the great 
benefits to be derived from it, both to the 
nation and to the youth of the land. 

“Following his speech,” says the news 
report of the meeting, “the question of 
favoring universal military training was put 
to the men assembled and when a vote was 
asked, was unanimously approved.” 

That’s the way Atlanta feels about univer- 
sal military training. That, too, is the way 
the whole country should feel about it, and 
if the matter were put to a nation-wide vote 
it would be approved by a vast majority of 
the American people. 

From a physical and from an intellectual 
and a moral standpoint as well, a reasonable 
amount of military training, say three 
months each year for three years, would 
benefit every youth of the land. It would 
build him up physically, straighten his 
spine, expand his chest and teach him how 
properly to carry himself. It would teach 
him, too, that he is ag good as, and not a 
whit better than, every other young Ameri- 
can, regardless of financial or social status. 
And, best of all, it would teach him respect 
for others, obedience to the laws of the land 
and the rights of his fellow-man. There is 
nothing else in the world so democratizing! 

Our own Fifth regiment affords a splen- 
did example of what a season of military in- 
struction and discipline can do for a ypung 
man. When those young fellows .were 
called to the colors many of them were 
barely able to pass the physical require- 
ments for admittance to the servic—stoop- 
ing, slope-shouldered, “slouchy”’ of carriage. 
But when they returned from their season 
of discipline and out-of-doors service on the 
frontier they formed as fine looking a regi- 
ment of young manhood as ever marched 
to drum-beat! Seal brown, hard as a horse- 
shoe, sound as a nut, erect and athletic, 
every one of them was and is a pride to his 


do with 


‘city and his country. 


And if further damonstration is required, 
make a mental picture of the average young 
fellows who are enlisting daily now; and 
when they return after their period of serv- 
ice, recall that picture and note the differ- 
ence! 

America has got to come to at least a 
modified system of universal military train- 
ing—not on the lines nor to the extent of a 
Prussianesque militarism, but a system ade- 
quate to insure a perpetual, automatic bul- 
wark of national. defense, and the proper 
development of our young manhood along 
correct physical and moral lines.

“NOW GOOD DIGESTION WAIT ON. 
APPETITE, AND HEALTH ON BOTH.” 


On the 12th of. last March there was 
opened at the State Street school in a room 
admirably adapted for the purpose, and at- 
tractively equipped in white, a “Lunch 
Room,” under the auspices and direct super- 
vision of “The Woman's Board of Visitors to 
the Atlanta Public Schools,” composed of Mrs. 
Victor H. Kriegshaber,.chairman; Mrs. N. H. 
Kirkpatrick, Mrs. George White, Mrs. Perch 
Blackshear, Mrs. George Haugh, Mrs. Lin- 
dorme, Mrs. Arthur Harris, Mrs. Wilmer 
Moore, Mrs. J. H. Childress and Miss Effie 
Nutting. 

Some of these are in attendance daily to 
help supervise and serve the happy, hungry 
throng of between 350 and 400 pupils who 
gather about the tempting edibles displayed 
on ‘long, white-covered tables. The staff 
of “waiters” is augmented daily by Miss Ma- 
mie Pitts, the principal, and some of her fac- 
ulty who volunteer their services, as well 
as by some of the girls of the seventh grade 
who have become quite efficient as assistants 
in this departure from school routine. 

Each day the “menu” is changed. Thus 
far such items as bean soup, rice soup, rice 
pudding, “brown betty,” grits and brown 
gravy, Easter pudding, Irish stew, bread and 
jam, peanut butter sandwiches, graham wa- 
fers, apples, bananas, cocoa, saltines, cookies, 
spaghetti, sweet milk (served in %-pint bot- 
tles with a straw), candy (chocolate and pea- 
nut), etc. 

The children have written letters to the 
committee asking for things they like to 
have. When the weather gets warmer, the 
lunches will change in some respects. A 
competent cook is in charge, and the food 
is the best the market affords. By way of 
parenthesis, it might be well te-add that no 
candy is sold to children unless they have 
eaten a substantial lunch first. The health 
of Atlanta school children is as dependent 
upon the question of lunches served at school, 
as it is upon any other plan for school im- 
provement. A child of school age needs more 
food and more right kind of food than at 
any other age. - The body is growing.. Men- 
tal and physical exertions burn up the tissue. 
Nourishing food must be supplied to rebuild 
the tissue destroyed. A large number of 
children do not get nourishing food at their 
homes in sufficient quantities. School 
lunches are intended to give to these children 
what they actually and imperatively need, 
and at the same time to form a convenient 
lunch supply to those who do not get it at 
home. In many homes of the well-to-do, 
where children get plenty of food, perhaps, 
it is not always the right kind of food! Fa- 
vorable reports reach us from many ‘cities 
in which school lunches are served, showing 
that children improve mentally and physical- 
ly. In quite a number of cities in our coun- 
try the board of education has undertaken 
the work of serving lunches at school. They 
employ the needed help and defray all ex- 
pense. The school lunches are so closely 
allied with education that it is most desir- 
able they should be operated by school au- 
thorities. 

Food Is a Factor in Schoo! Work. 
A large percentage of our school popula- 
tion is labeled with “malnutrition” by medi- 


cal inspectors. Matlnutrition is defined ‘‘not 
lack of food, but rather lack of proper food.” 
Fortunately, it is not diffjcult to distinguish 
between the two causes, and supply the cure, 
in school children. The remedy is found in 
school lunches. It is estimated in the eight 
largest cities in the Unted States the school 
children spend $1,564,000. All of this is not 
spent in officially arranged lunches, but 
much of it is spent in shops‘and on streets. 
The school feeding is a step in the right 
direction and is showing satisfactory results. 

The lunches were inaugurated at State 
Street school at the request of Miss Pitts, 
the principal, who keeps abreast of the most 
approved educational methods. The commit- 
tee in charge of this work has been com- 
pelled to ask for financial aid, as there are 
no funds available to carry on this work. The 
board of education highly indorses this work, 
but is unable to help financially. Organi- 
zations and individuals have responded to 
our call for assistance, and have thus made 
the work possible. Mr. H. P. Hermance and 
the Rotary club have each given $75 toward 
the work. This money is sufficient to equip 
two lunch rooms. This generosity is most 
highly appreciated by the members of. the 
board. Merchants give us wholesale prices 
and discounts. The patrons of the lunch ta- 
bles do not attempt to disguise their pleas- 
ure at the opportunity of buying a hot and 
nourishing lunch at such a reasonable price 
—1 cent. 

Low Prices. 

Superintendent Landrum, Miss Laura 
Smith, supervisor of the primary grades, and 
Mrs. Thomas, principal of Luckie Street 
school, were among our recent visitors. All 
partook of the lunch, and all were enthusi- 
astic at the success of the work, and the 
details worked out for the convenience, 
and helpfulness to the pupils and teachers 
at this school. At this time when the high 
cost of living is a problem to all mankind, 
it is especially interesting to note that almost 
every item is sold for 1 cent. Milk, which 
is bought in half-pint bottles for 3 cents, 
is sold at the same price, with a straw sup- 
plied, through which to drink it. A cup of 
cocoa and a wafer is sold for 2 cents, as is 
also a bow! of Lrish stew. Everything else 
is sold for 1 cent. Peanut butter sand- 
wiches are sold two for 1 cent. To be sure, 
it requires careful management to make ends 
meet, but so far there has been no deficit. 
The committee would like very much to have 
additional funds to provide certain foods for 
1 cent that cost more. They wovwd like to 
charge 1 cent for every item, but cannot do 
so now without a deficit as a result. 

“The “Special Classes” at Fair Street and 
at Luckie Street are also being served with 
hot and nourishing foods. These lunches are 
prepared by the pupils under the supervi- 
sion of the teachers. Miss Rushin, of the 
Luckie Street special class, was an interested 
and enthusiastic visitor recently at State 
Street. Visitors are always welcome. It is 
the earnest hope of the ‘“Woman’s Board” 
that every school in the city will soon have 
a lunch room for the benefit of the growing 
girls and boys who will undeniably be bene- 
fited by them.

WHOLE WHEAT 


Agriculture. 
(For The Constitution.) 


Whole wheat which can be bought in the 
grain at seed or feed stores is one of the 
best all-round cheap and nutritious foods in 
the country. Every American home should 
keep a supply of whole wheat. When soaked 
for several hours and cooked an equal length 
of time it makes a delicious breakfast food. 
Ground in a hand grist-mill, which can be 
bought for from $2.50 to $5, it is equally pal- 
atable when made into bread or used as a 
cereal. 

It has been estimated that whole wheat, 
cooked over night in a fireless cooker, or 
cooked all day on the back of the kitchen 
range, makes a cereal costing one-sixteenth 
the price of some of the patent commercial 
breakfast foods, and furnishes, moreover, 


‘fully equal nourishment. 


Whole wheat contains all the nourishment 
of the original wheat. It contains the white 
fibur plus the shorts and bran. Whole wheat 
contains valuable protein and mineral mat- 
ter so that persons who eat whole-grain 
products can get along with fewer meats, 

Peits and vegetables than those wHo eat, 
thésrefined cereals,.. Whole wheat is a better 
source of growth-promoting and body-regu- 
lating substances than cereals or breads made 
from the inside of the grain only. ; 

Whole wheat may be cooked without 
cracking or grinding, but it requires many 
hours in a double boiler to cook it thorough- 
ly. Whole wheat ground in a hand grist- 
mill should be cooked at least three hours 
over the fire or all night in a fireless cook- 
er. To have the best flavor it should not 
be too moist. The longer it is cooked the 
better. It is possible to cook up enough for 
several days and warm it over as desired. 
If whole wheat. is soaked several hours, it 
will not need to be cooked so long. 

The bureau of chemistry has worked out 
a recipe for pread made primarily from home 
ground meal. Two cupfuls of wheat meal, 
1 cupful of white flour, 1% cupfuls of luke- 
warm water, % cake of compressed yeast, 
1 level tablespoonful of salt, 1 level table- 
spoonful of sugar, and 1 level tablespoonful 
of shortening, if desired, is the. formula. 
Dough of this kind has only two-thirds of 
the usual rice of white bread. It should be 
baked slowly for three-quarters of an hour.

lature Pen Sketch 
Of Thos. Jefferson Given 
By Irish Revolutionist 


An intimate study of Thomas Jefferson, 
and personal observations upon the then new 
American republic, by William Sampson, an 
Irish revolutionist of Jefferson’s time, has 
just been brought to light. 

Sampson was an Irish patriot who, after 
exile in Europe, finally obtained asylum in 
America, where he published an account of 
his troubles with the British government in 
a book entitled “The Memories of William 
Sampson” (New York, 1807). It closes with 
“A Few Observations of the State of Man- 
ners., Etc., in America,” in the form of a 
satirical letter to Lord Spencer, the British 
home secretary. In this Sampson presents a 
quaintly humorous sketch of Thomas Jeffer- 
son, who was president at the time, that is 
illuminating in regard not only to the per- 
sonal character of Jefferson, but also to the 
attitude of the American people toward ‘their 
chief executiye, which, it may be remarked, 
has changed little since that day. It would 
appear that the portrait was not unpleasing 


to its subject, since there exists in the pos-. 


session of Professor Glanville Terrell, of the 
University of Kentucky, at Lexington, a 
copy of the work inscribed “Thomas Jeffer- 
son’s Book, Monticello, 1813."’ The passage is 
reproduced in “American Debate,” a history 
of political controversy tn the United States, 
written by Dr. Marion Mills Miller, and re- 
cently published by G. P. Putnam’s Sons, 
New York. It reads as follows: 
| “Old Country Philosopher.” 

“As to the government: at the head of it 
is an old country philosopher. I wish your 
lordship could get a sight of one of his 


shoes, with quarters.up to his ankles, and 


tied with leather thongs. He has neither 
chamberlain nor vice chamberlain, groom of 
the stole nor of the bed chamber, master of 
the ceremonies, nor gentlemen usher of the 
privy chamber, nor black rod, nor-groom, nor 
page of the privy chamber, nor page of 
the back stairs, nor messenger to his 
robes—he has no egrobes—nothing but 
yed breeches, which are now a jest 
ig ot ee ae 
talk with anybody, like thé good-natured 
.Vicar of Wakefield. If the stranger talks 
better than him, he is willing to learn; and 
if he talks better, he is willing the stranger 
should profit. 

“He is a simple gentleman every way, 
and keeps his own conscience, and. 
pays his own debts, and the nation’s debts, 
and has hoarded up eight millions and a half 
of dollars in the treasury. Your lordship will 
smile at such an oddity. 


Wilt Not Be Shaken. 

“We do all we ean to shake him—we do 
all we can to vex him—we do all we can to 
remove him. He is like a wise old Dervish. 
He will not be shaken—he will not be vexed 
—he will not ‘be moved. If he gets up, we 
say he is too tall. if he sits down, we say 
he is too short. If we think he will go to 
war, we say he is bloody. if we think he is 
for peace, we say he is a coward. If he 
will not persecute, we say he has no energy. 
If he executes the law, we say he is a 
tyrant. I think, my lord, with great defer- 
ence, that a good Loncon g-arto might be 
written and thrown at his head. He has no 
guards nor battle-axes, and dodges all alone 
upon his old horse, from the president's 
house to the capitol. There might be an en- 
graving to show him hitching his bridle to a 
peg.” 

Sampson's reference in “a good London 
quarto” is to an anti-American book written 
by a man named Parkinson following a 
short tour of the United States. 

The account of Jefferson’s hitching his 
saddle horse “to a peg” in front of the cap- 
itol is corroborative of the story, which has 
been discredited by many modern historians, 
that America’s third president rode in this 


democratic fashion to his inaugural.

There is one person born every min- 
ute who believes that certain odors, colors 
or assertions about soap render it efféctive 
in the treatment of disease. This is espe- 
Soap cures only 
one skin disease—dirt. ° 
The soap also dissolves off not only dirt, 
but also e natural oil df scalp and skin 
the skin and hair soft and silky 
and cleam. herefore, after a soap and water 
shampoo, some oil should always be rubbed © 
into the scalp to replace that removed, and 
after a soap and water bath, if the skin is 
dry and hard, some oily substance should be 
applied. Especially is this true of the hands 
of women who use strong alkalies or erude 
soaps in housework. Women whose hands 
are injured by the alkalies of cleaning w- 
ders and soaps should wear heavy rubber 
gloves for such work. They should keep a 
cake of cocoa butter and apply'a little to the 
hands after handling irfitating substances. 
Plain soap is one of the best agents we 
have for keeping the teeth and mouth clean, 
if prejudice against its use can be sup<- 
ressed. It is sufficiently antiseptic, alka-. ~ 
ine, harfmless, economical, and leaves the 
mouth clean. 
Soap minus the buncombe is in one sense 
a great blessing and in another a great in- 
jury to the skin. It is a time-saver. Its 
excessive use, however, causes irri on of — 
the skin, roughness, chapping, eczema, and 
very often a form of cr without visible 
cause, especially the so-called puritis many 
individuals experience after a bath.

* eral Railway Co. Granted 


by Secretary Cook. 


Following the exclusive announce- 

ment in The Constitution several Sun- 
days ago that the state supreme court 
had held the W. & A. anti-paralleling 
act unconstitutional, Secretary of State 
Phil Cook Thursday issued a charter 
for construction of a short railroad 
whereby the Louisville and Nashville 
railroad will secure a parallel line to 
the state road. 
* The charter was issued to the North 
Georgia Mineral Railway company, 
which is understood to be acting for 
the Louisville and Nashville railroad. 
The charter gives this road the right 
to construct a railroad from Atlanta 
to Wofford’s Crossing, in Bartow coun- 
ty, mear Cartersville, where it will 
connect with the main line of the 
Louisville and Nashville. ' 

The charter is for a period of 101 
age and the authorized capital stock 
s $1,250,000. The road will run 50 
miles through a part of Fulton, Cobb, 
Cherokee and Bartow counties. 

The names of William G. Morrison, 
Alex C. King, H. 8. Collingsworth, 
Hughes Spalding, John Morris, A. E. 
Thernton, George 8. Lowndes, Daniel 
McDougald and James 8S. Floyd, all of 
Atlanta, are given as incorporators. 

This charter was applied for in Oc- 
tober, 1914, and was held up at the in- 
Stance of ex-Governor Slaton in order 
that the legislature might pass a law 

rohibiting the secretary of state from 
ssuing a charter, whereby any road 
might parallel the Western and Atlan- 
tic railroad, the state’s property. Aft- 
er this law was passed, Dorsey, Brew- 
ster, Howell & Heyman and King & 
Spalding, attorneys for the L. & N., 
entered proceedings whereby they 
sought to test the constitutionality of 
the anti-paralleling law. Judge Pen- 
dieton, of Fulton county superio- 
court, denied their petition for a man- 
damus compelling the secretary of 
state to issue a charter.

HERE ON THURSDAY 


The public safety committee of the 
Atianta Chamber of Commerce will 
send a delegation to Washington Mon- 
day to ask the Council of National De- 
fense that a state food commission be 
appointed with authority to deal with 
the situation in Georgia.

Premier Lioyd- “Gooey? ‘always force- 
ful and ¢ - never -in 
finer hes and .. Soe: Sh words 
struck a’ responsive. chord.among those 
who had met to cheer. There were 
toasts: to the president of*the United 


States and the king of England and a 


wonderful display of rejoicing over the 
sealing of the bond of friendship be- 
tween the United States and England 
and France and the other allies in the 
acceptance by America of the gauge of 
battle. 

“The United States of America, of a 
noble tradition never broken, never 
have engaged in a war except of liber- 
ty,” declared the premier. “That it 
has made up its mind finally makes it 
abundantly clear to the world that this 
is a great fight for human liberty.” 

Again, he said, “Prussia is nota 
democracy. The kaiser promises that 
it will be a democracy after the war. 
I think he is right.” 

Describing Prussia as an army, the 
premier said it had its great institu- 
tions, its great wuhiversities and its 
science. But all these were subordi- 
nated to the one great predominant 
purpose of an ali-conquering army to 
enslave the world. 

“The army was the spear point of 
Prussia—the rest was the gilded haft.” 

Mr. Istoyd-George paid warm tribute 
to France, the patience, the gallantry, 
the dignity of the French, preparing 
against the impending terror of Prus- 
sian militarism. America did not 
know, but Europe knew the meaning 
of Prussian despotism. which might 
be represented by a “Hindenburg line” 
—a line drawn on the territories of 
other people, warning them that the 
inhabitants of those territories shall 
not cross it at peril of their lives, That 
»was the line threwn across Europe for 
fifty years, in many lands. 

Warned to Avoid Blunders. 

A remarkable feature of the pre- 
mier’s speech was his warning to the 
United States to avoid the blunders 
committed -by the British. The grim 
humor of the British was well illus- 
trated by Mr. Lloyd-George when, in 
voicing this warning, he said: 

“We are a slow people—sliow and 
blundering, but we get there. We 
have made, as we generally do, every 
blunder. May I respectfully suggest 
that it is worth a good deal to study 
our blunders, so as to begin where we 
are now, not where we were three 
years ago.’ 

The arrangements already under way 
for the building of ships by the United 
States appealed strongly to the pre- 
mier, who declared that the road _ to 
victory, the guarantee of victory, the 
absolute assurance of victory, was to 
be found in the one word “ships,” and 
always ge He expressed the belief 
that the ermans and their military 
advisers were beginning to realize that 
this was another of their miscalcula- 
tions, which would lead them to dis- 
aster and ruin. Of.America’s part in 
the war, the premier said: 

“It was a bad day for the military 
autocracy in Peenein when it chal- 
lenged the great republic of the west. 
We know America and we also know 
that now she has said it she will do 
it. She will wage a strong and suc- 
cessful war and, there is something 
more important, she will insure a ben- 


eficent peace. '
